Applicant's amendment dated 09/30/2008 in which claims 1 , 8 and 15 were 
amended, claims 22-115 were cancelled. Currently, claims 1-21 are pending in light of 
the amendment.

A plurality of read strobe transceivers for transferring timing information of the 
output data and for transferring a second group of auxiliary information when the timing 
information of the input data and the first group of auxiliary information are transferred 
on the plurality of write strobe transceivers; and an auxiliary circuit connected to the 
data transceivers and the write and read strobe transceivers for generating the first 
group of auxiliary information, in combination with other limitations.
